Hearken to Public . 
For the last two months irresponsivie labor | 
leaders have been calling strikes, regardless 
of agreements, verbal and written. Business| 
men have become alarmed, and even the rank 
and file of organized labor has voiced its 
protest. This feeling of disapproval reached 
the stage last week where it had to be rec- 
ognized, and the blacksmiths. and the 
teamsters were the first to realize its 


strength. 
On Monday, May 18, the blacksmiths’ help- 


Chicago Metal Trades association, went out 
on a strike. They had made wage and hour 
demands a month before, but had agreed 
that, pending settlement or arbitration, 
there should be no lockout or strike.“ This 


When the helpers struck the biackamiths or 
local No, 14 refused to continue at work, 
although they, too, had an agreement which 
stipulated that there shall be no strike or 
sympathetic strike during its life. Their 
action roused the wrath of the Metal Trades 
association, which protested to the Chicago 
officials of the union. 


Appeals to President. 

Business Agent J. P. Williams of the black- 
smiths tried to get the men back to work, 
but they refused to go. He then telegraphed 
to the international president, John Slocum, 
who sent Vice President P. H. Cummins of 
Cleveland, O., to Investigate. A week ago 
Slocum also arrived in the city and became 
conversant with the situation. 

A second attempt was made to force the 
striking blacksmiths to live up to their con- | 
tract, and, when they refused, Slocum and 
Cummins took drastic action. They notified 


the men that if they did not resume work 


their local would be suspended and they 
would be without standing in the labor world. 
was taken. 

The officers of the local were notified that it 
was suspended and the 400 members received 
individual cards informing them they were 
no longer in good standing. 

“I would prefer to have ten men in Chicago 
whose word is good,” said President Slocum, 
in issuing the decree, than 400 who cannot | 
live up to an agreement signed in good faith. 

Strikers Sue for Peace.

Clubs of the State Agked to Care for 
Cases Where Suffering Is Caused 

Through Operation of New Statute— 
Miss Jane Addams Thinks the “Poor 
Widow” for Whom Factory Owners 
nave Been Solicitous Isa Myth—Hull 


House First to Act. ' 


If the new child labor law causes any dis- 
tress the clubwomen of Illinois stand ready to 
relieve it. It has been requested, on the sug- 
gestion of Miss Jane Addams, that each 
woman’s club in the state shall create an 
orphan's scholarship fund to take care of one 
or more cases of children under 14 years old 
whose families are dependent on them for 
support. 

It will be the duty of the club to see that 
the child is kept in school, is properly clothed 
and fed, and to pay to the mother whatever 
sum the child might otherwise be earning in 
a factory. Before this is done, however, it will 
be the duty of the club carefully to investi- 
gate the case; and be sure that the mother 
actually is unable to keep her child in school 
and would suffer by being deprived of the 

ild’s wages. 

„1 think,” said Miss Addams, that few 
such cases will be found. My idea in making 
the suggestion was, as much as anything else, 
to lay the ghost of that widowed mother 
about whom the manufacturers have always 
had so much to say. It is she who always 
has made any child labor legislation so dimfi- 


known any poor widowed mother dependent 
on a small boy for support. Children under 
14 cannot make enough to keep a family, but 
if any such should be found the women's clubs 
ought to be ready to take care of them. 


«Poor Widow” Story” Exaggerated. 

“while there is a good deal of poverty in 
Chicago,” said W. Lester Bodine, superin- 
tendent of compulsory education, the poor 
widow story has been greatly exaggerated. 
There are more deserted women, and when- 
ever a man runs off and leaves his wife he 
invariably leaves her the whole bunch of 
children to look after. Those are the wom- 
en who may suffer from the new law. To 
them the $3 or $4 a child under 14 makes is | 
great help. Thére are probably 5,000 chil- 
dren under the required working age in the 
factories im the state, but most of these be- 
long to people who easily could afford to send 
them to school. 

In this respect the colored brother sets a 
good example for the white man's burden, 
There are few little black faces in the fac- 
tories. Colored people will sacrifice almost 
anything to keep their children in school, 
I don’t believe the burden will fall heavily 
on the 26,000 chubwomen of the state“

These are some of the conclu- 
sions reached by Dr. Helen Bradford Thomp- 
son after a series of experiments on twenty- 
five men and twenty-five women conducted 
while she was at the University of Chicago 
in the years 1898-1900. Dr. Thompson, who is 
now director of the psychological laboratory 
at Mount Holyoke college, has published the 
results of her researches in a pamphlet just 
issued from the University of Chicago preas. 
Mens superior strength of mind, Dr. 
Thompson says, is not due to a sex difference, 
but to the influence of society as now or- 
ganized, boys being taught to be independent, 
while girls are taught obedience.

FOUR DROWN IN DISASTER 


TO AN EXCURSION STEAMER. | 
School at Hannibal, Mo., Starts 


Out to See the Flood and Steamer 
Wrecked. 


Hannibal, Mo., June 3.—[Special.]—Four 
persons were drowned here today by a dis- 
aster toa river steamer towing a barge, both 
filed with Sunday school children. 

The steamer and barge had been chartered 
by the Park Methodist church for an ex- 
cursion to Quincy to view the flood. Just as 
the start was made a cylinder head in the 
boat’s engine blew out, disabling the steamer 
and placing it at the mercy of the swift eur- 
rent. The steamer crashed into the stone 
pier of the Hannibal bridge, near the shore 

and was wrecked. | 

The current held the steamer against the 
pier and most of the adults and children 
were able to climb to safety on the bridge. 

Before all could reach safety, however, the 
current swung the barge out into the stream. 
Three children, Lonnie B. Curts, aged 14; 
Harry Bichenberger, aged 17; Martha Cop- 
pedge, aged 8, and the steamer’s cook, Peggy 
Harvey, fell into the water and their bodies 
were swept away by the swollen current. 

A score or more of rowboats put out from 
shore and rescued the remaining children

A new and pretty edition of Thomas Cam- 
pion’s English poems has been imported into 
this country by Charles Scribner's Sons. It 
is edited by the well known and acknowl- 
edged authority on Elizabethan lyrics, A.

„ Cymbeline, edited by Edward Dowden 
himself, is the latest volume to the familiar 
series of Shakspeare’s play which the Bobbs- 
Merrill company is issuing. In an excep- 
tionally lucid and interesting introduction, 
Mr. Dowden explains the probable origin of 
the tragedy, feters to the probable date of 
the first production, and collates a great 
amount of fnformation.from various sources 
concerning the drama. He traces in.it Shak-

loch, author, lawyer, lecturer, woman suffragist. 
Mrs. McCulloch is famed as the leader of 
Chicago's . women lawyers and woman gut- 
fragists. 


She says: The time is coming when 
women of education, And wealth, and leisure, 
and social prestige will take up the cause of 
women, other women, all women. Just now 
some of them apparently are more interested 
in society, Clubs, Hindoo philosophy, whist, 
or the heathen or drunkards, criminals, or 
incompetents. They are busy studying, en- 
tertaining, reforming, curing. They are 
only sleeping on the question of women’s 
needs. They will wake up soon to the in- 
justice possible to all their sex, and will be- 
gin a work greater than that of charity or 
justice. Then mothers will be equal to fa- 
thers.“
